Sometimes a sensation of weak ness 
occu rred in the legs, and a bu rning 
feeling in the scalp. 
None of the parents who obtained 
good resu lts with the dihydroergo- 
tamine fou nd it necessary to stop 
u sing it becau se of toxic reactions. 
The nu mber of patients benefited 
by this dru g was as great as with 
the ergotamine tartrate. 
The dru g has also been u sed in 
treating a few patients who com­ 
plained of sick ness at the stomach, 
vomiting, and abdominal cramps.
